2. Two canes, which have arisen this week, have prompted this 
Office to request an oral opinion from a representative of GAO as to the 
application for home leave accrual and eligibility of TDT in the United 
States of lees than four months daring an overseas tour. Hs stated 
that the Comptroller General would have no legal objection to onr 
applying each TDT at the close of a tear, provided in each case the official 
requirement for taking TDT is (a) well documented and (b) directed by a 
senior official of the Agency. M o reover, if the employee w ore transferred 
PCS to the U.S. prior to his return oversea* for further duty, reimburse- 
ment for borne leave could not be approved unless be had actually served 
24 months overseas, i. e. , TDT at the end of his tour could not be 
counted toward the 24 months.

In 
both of these cases, the GAO representative coeld see no legal objection 
to our approving home leave after TDT provided that the total thee over- 
seas pins TDT was 24 months or more and that the individual was then 
reassigned overseas.
